3n its 
Vampirism is merely a more refineb form oi eating. &bc Vampire absorbs tfjc Itfctorce 
buman. &fje buman absorbs it from otijer animals anb plants, i&fct plants take it from tbe 
sun. &be sun, too, is not tfje final source but a channel from otfjer sources beyonb tbe scope of 
tbts teacbing tabic!) is reserbeb for tbe 3nner temple. 

^otoeber, rtje rbemical breafeboton of nutrients anb its place in tbe biocbemiral cycle (tije &rebs 
Cycle) tbat transfers energy is not tbe complete Story. 3fuSt as mobern pbysicists are finally 
atoare of tfjt fact tfjat murb of tbe mass of tbe uniberse is "missing". ttnefjemists remain 
unatoare of tbe cole of a "missing" element in tbe energy system of tbe buman boby. Efjis 
missing element is tbe so-calleb astral uniberse tatjicfj inclubes tbe astral bobies of all libing 
tbings. 

St tbe tjeart of eating is tbe concept of astral energy transfer. $be actual transfer usually 
requires a biscomribence ot tbe astral bob? from tfje physical totjicb, in turn, usually entails a 
loss of consciousness. %tntt after a large meat most bumans anb animals ball become sleepy 
because it is brfjen rrjey sleep tfrat tbe true energy transfer occurs.

&be most reftneb source ot tfje liteforce energy for libing Vampires is ttws founb in tbe astral 
bobies of bumans tofnie tbe bumans are sleeping or in some otijer toay not normally conscious. 
Me often trabel to tbe Sibes of sleeping bumans to brato off tbe accumulateb store of tfjeir life 
energy from tbe brotosing astral form tofneb rests near.
